Report  of  the  Sister  in  Charge 

During  the  year  of  1911  there  is  little  to  record  of  changes 
in  the  daily  work  at  St.  Monica’s  Home.  The  usual  number  of 
beds  have  been  in  active  operation  by  many  coming  and  going, 
some,  we  are  glad  to  say,  to  renewed  health  and  usefulness,  and 
some  to  their  long  home  and  well-earned  rest.  The  following 
list  gives  a  statistical  account  of  the  actual  work  accomplished.

In  going  through  this  year’s  lists  of  admissions  we  find  that 


nearly  one-half  of  those  admitted  were  Tuberculosis  patients,  as 
against  one-third  for  last  year,  and  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  been  obliged  constantly  to  refuse  cases  for  the  other  wards 
for  lack  of  room,  our  waiting  list  never  showing  a  clean  sheet, 
but  rather  increasing  in  numbers  as  the  weeks  go  by.  Owing  to 
a  tangle  of  legal  technicality,  we  are  still  unable  to  purchase  the 
brick  building  and  land  for  which  we  have  been  working  this 
year  past,  though  the  need  of  more  room  presses  upon  us  dailv. 
The  extra  outlay,  should  we  secure  this  property,  of  lighting, 
heating,  and  general  running  expenses,  would  be  a  drain  upon 
our  resources,  but  we  have  faith  to  believe  that  friends  would  be 
found  to  help  us  bear  the  extra  burden,  when  they  realize  how 


many  we  shall  be  able  to  help  among  the  aged  and  feeble  ones  to 
end  their  days  in  comfort ;  for  we  still  hope  for  an  adjustment 
of  all  difficulties  bv  the  Land  Court,  and  an  entrance  into  pos¬ 
session  of  the  property  by  the  New  Year.  ' 

Time,  of  necessity,  brings  changes.  Many  of  our  old  sub¬ 
scribers  have  gone,  and  with  some,  their  love  and  responsibility  for 
the  care  of  those  for  whom  we  care,  seems  to  be  over-shadowed 
by  the  many  new  charities  which  are  constantly  being  established, 
each  of  them  undoubtedly  necessary,  but  none  of  them  under¬ 
taking  the  special  work  for  which  we  stand. 

Visitors  to  the  Home  are  always  attracted  by  the  aged  of  our 
household.  Aunt  Fanny  Banks,  104,  who  is  proud  to  have  be¬ 
longed  to  a  branch  of  General  Early’s  family  in  Virginia.  Miss 
Rebecca  Miller,  96,  an  old  and  honored  member  of  the  Church 
of  the  Advent,  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Weaver,  whose  clear  remem¬ 
brances  of  Abolition  days  embrace  a  personal  acquaintance  with 
such  men  of  note  as  William  Lloyd  Garrison  and  Wendell  Phil¬ 
lips,  under  whose  patronage  she  taught  in  the  first  colored  school 
in  Boston.  Her  birthday  celebration  in  December,  with  a  cake 
given  by  one  of  our  Ladies’  Aid  members  and  decorated  with  92 
candles,  was  the  admiration  of  the  whole  House.  We  have  been 
greatly  blessed  this  year  in  the  number  of  children  who  have  come 
under  our  care.  Fen  in  all,  and  their  merry  little  voices  and  clever 
childish  sayings,  which  often  contain  much  wisdom  and  insight 
into  life,  break  up  the  monotony  of  illness  and  convalescence  and 
bring  sunshine  into  many  a  gloomy  day.  These  children  come 
to  us  from  the  Children’s  Hospital  and  from  the  Boston  Con¬ 
sumptives’  Hospital,  and  several  of  them  have  been  returned  to 
their  homes  in  good  health. 

.  The  Ladies  of  the  Aid  Association,  whose  report  is  at  hand, 
are,  as  always,  our  steadfast  friends  and  helpers,  and  the  Sisters 
feel  that  it  would  be  weary  work  very  often  without  their  aid  and 
co-operation,  not  only  by  the  amount  of  money  which  comes  to 
us  through  their  treasury,  but  also  because  of  active  interest  and 
advice  in  many  difficulties  ;  and  to  the  patients  their  weekly  visits 
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are  looked  forward  to,  brightened  as  they  are  by  flowers,  fruit 
and  many  little  delicacies  and  kind  attentions. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Miss  Kath¬ 
arine  Tarbell,  one  of  the  Charter  Members  of  the  Association, 
and  also  a  personal  friend  of  the  Sisters. 

The  faithfulness  and  devotion  to  the  interest  of  our  patients 
shown  us  by  the  Medical  Staff,  each  of  whom  we  consider  as  a 
personal  friend,  is  beyond  thanks,  and  we  sincerely  hope  they  may 
long  continue  to  care  for  our  household. 

The  Needlework  Guilds  of  Boston  and  Jamaica  Plain,  as 
well  as  several  private  societies  and  G.  F.  S.  Branches,  continue 
to  keep  our  presses  well  filled,  and  this  year  in  addition  to  our 
Christmas  gifts  a  lovely  box  for  Thanksgiving  Day,  with  gifts  for 
all,  and  pretty  postals  that  served  as  Menu  Cards  for  the  Thanks¬ 
giving  Day  dinner  were  sent  to  us  by  St.  Elizabeth’s  Guild  of  All 
Saints’  Church,  Brookline. 

The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  through  the  kindness  of 
Miss  Johnson,  the  u  Fresh  Air”  friend  of  so  many  poor  women 
and  children,  has  as  usual  sent  us  a  liberal  supply  of  carriage 
orders  and  trolley  tickets,  and  the  real  pleasure  these  give  to  old 
and  young  is  worth  considering.  St.  Monica’s  Sewing  Circle  is 
also  constantly  contributing  to  our  needs  with  money  and  interest 
and  help  in  various  ways,  and  especially  in  connection  with  the 
Ladies’  Aid  Association  Fair  at  Trinity  Parish  Rooms. 

The  lists  of  annual  subscribers  and  “  Days  Support  Fund  ” 
show  many  vacancies,  made  in  most  instances  by  the  hand  of 
death,  and  so  we  ask  very  earnestly  that  new  friends  may  come 
to  our  aid,  and  so  enable  us  not  only  to  continue  our  work  but  to 
increase  and  enlarge  it  as  occasion  may  arise  or  necessity  compel. 
Subscriptions  are  especially  asked  for  the  equipment  of  our  new 
cottage  for  the  workers  and  aged  women,  $3,000  being  needed 
for  this'purpose  ;  For  the  Endowment  Fund  with  the  Old  Colony 
Trust  Co. ;  For  the  mortgage  which  we  want  to  pay  off  by  1913, 
and  for  every-day  bread  and  butter  and  coal  and  gas.  By  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Mary  C.  White,  who  died  in  Roxbury  during  the 
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past  year,  we  have  received  a  bequest  of  $250,  which  has  been 
deposited  in  the  savings  bank  for  the  present. 

The  spiritual  work  of  the  House  has  always  been  supplied 
by  the  clergy  of  St.  John’s  Mission  Church,  Boston,  and  it  is  a 
great  regret  to  us  that  they  find  it  impossible,  from  lack  of  num¬ 
bers,  to  continue  their  help. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Everett  has  lately  accepted  the  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Chaplain  to  the  House,  and  visits  the  patients  in  the 
wards  each  week,  besides  celebrating  the  Holy  Communion  in 
chapel  on  certain  mornings,  and  we  are  also  indebted  to  the 
Rev.  Frederic  W.  Eitts  and  the  Rev.  Winthrop  Peabody  for  like 
services. 

To  many  of  the  sick  and  dying  ones  these  ministrations 
bring  great  comfort  and  solace,  and  we  are  able  indeed  to  be  to 
them  as  the  Good  Samaritan,  pouring  on  oil  and  wine  and  bring¬ 
ing  them  in  safety  to  God’s  Inn. 

May  the  blessing  which  Browning  assures  fall  upon  the 
benefactors  and  workers  of  this  House.

Medical  Report 

Boston,  Dec.  /,  /p//. 

During  the  past  year,  the  need  of  a  suitable  ward  for  out- 
very  old  patients  has  been  more  than  ever  felt.  We  have  at 
present  no  less  than  three  old  ladies  over  ninety  years  of  age,  one 
of  ninety-two,  another  of  ninety-six,  and  a  third  of  one  hundred 
and  four  years.  We  are  much  pleased,  therefore,  to  learn  that 
the  realization  of  such  a  ward  is  near  at  hand,  since  the  neces¬ 
sary  funds  to  buy  the  brick  structure,  mentioned  in  the  last  report, 
have  been  raised.  All  that  remains  to  be  done  now  is  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  legal  details  of  transfer,  so  as  to  secure  a  valid 
title.  We  sincerely  hope,  and  as  confidently  expect,  that  such 
sums  as  will  be  required  to  alter  the  building  to  suit  our  needs 
will  be  forthcoming  as  readily  and  generously  as  the  funds 
necessary  to  secure  the  purchase. 

During  the  summer  our  valuable  day  nur>e,  Mrs.  Wolsten- 
holme,  became  ill,  and  the  loss  of  her  services,  which  have  been 
so  satisfactory  for  the  past  four  years,  has  been  very  strongly  felt. 
She  was  always  most  patient  and  painstaking  with  those  under 
her  care,  and  in  innumerable  ways  did  much  to  relieve  their  suf¬ 
fering,  and  to  make  the  life  of  the  ward  sunny  and  attractive. 
She  seemed  to  have  caught  very  thoroughly  the  spirit  of  the  Home, 
which  is  one  of  mutual  helpfulness,  kindliness,  and  thoughtfulness, 
as  well  as  one  of  mere  attention  to  medical  details.  The  effect 
thus  produced  upon  the  patients  is  that  of  a  truly  pleasant  home, 
and  one  as  free  from  petty  annoyances  and  unnecessary  disci¬ 
pline,  as  any  such  institution  can  be  ;  that  such  an  effect  is  pro¬ 
duced,  is  evidenced  very  strongly  by  the  real  affection  for  the 
Home  which  is  found  among  the  patients. 

7'he  year  has  seen  a  rather  larger  number  than  usual  of  very 
sick  cases.  At  times,  the  number  of  deaths  has  been  somewhat 
depressing.  For  the  past  four  weeks,  however,  there  have  been 
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no  deaths,  and  we  trust  that  the  cheerful  aspect  thus  produced 
will  he  continued  throughout  the  holiday  season. 

The  work  has  been  conducted  along  similar  lines  to  those 
of  past  years,  and  we  feel  that  the  results  obtained  amply  justify 
continued  confidence  in  the  work,  and  the  same  hearty  and 
generous  co-operation  in  it  on  the  part  of  our  many  friends,  as 
heretofore.

Report  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress  at  St.  Monica’s 
Home,  and  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association  feel  encouraged  about 
the  future. 

Very  little  has  been  known  heretofore  by  the  public  of  the 
splendid  work  done  there,  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Margaret,  for  the 
sick  and  infirm  colored  women  of  Boston.  The  Sister  in 
Charge  has  accomplished  her  task  so  faithfully  and  cheerfully, 
that  few  have  realized  how  hard  it  has  been,  at  times,  to  main¬ 
tain  such  a  high  standard  of  work  on  such  a  small  and  uncer¬ 
tain  income.  But  now  that  the  Home  is  better  known,  we  hope 
for  a  more  generous  support  from  the  public,  to  enable  us  to 
increase  our  capacity  for  doing  good.  The  Annual  Sale,  in 
November,  cleared  over  eleven  hundred  dollars,  which  was  much 
needed  for  the  running  expenses.  Of  this,  one  hundred  dollars 
was  realized  bv  the  members  of  St.  Monica’s  Sewing  Circle,  who 
had  a  most  attractive  table  of  useful  articles,  for  which  there  was 
a  ready  sale.  The  Christmas  entertainment,  as  usual,  was  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Ladies’  Aid,  and  gave  much  pleasure  to  the  patients. 
In  March,  a  successful  concert  was  given  by  A/1  r .  Burleigh  of 
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New  York,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Burleigh,  who  contributed  some 
charming  and  original  recitations,  and,  as  a  result,  about  three 
hundred  dollars  was  added  to  the  Treasury. 

A  Donation  Day  was  held  at  the  Home  in  May,  when 
groceries  and  other  useful  presents  were  sent.  The  colored  peo¬ 
ple  showed  their  appreciation  of  the  care  which  is  given  to  their 
sick  relatives  and  friends,  by  generous  donations. 

Mrs.  Hatfield’s  resignation,  on  account  of  ill  health,  as 
President  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  was  received  with  much  regret. 

The  Association  has  met  with  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of 
Miss  Tarbell,  who  has  been  for  so  many  years  a  true  friend  of 
St.  Monica’s  and  much  interested  in  its  welfare. 

Again  we  express  our  grateful  thanks  to  the  Medical  Staff 
for  their  unfailing  kindness,  at  all  times,  to  the  patients.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests,  and 
devises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s 
Home  for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises 
received  are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica 
Home  F und,  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modifications 
satisfactory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of 
individual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devices. 

1.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from  time 
to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter¬ 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home  said  Trust  Company 
may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  anv  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for 
any  reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect,  the  in¬ 
come  of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust  Com¬ 
pany  to  some  similar  charity  carried  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  chosen  by  the  Society  of 
St.  Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts, 
and  approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  the  St.  Monica’s  Ladies’  Aid 
Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successor,  if  any.
